O INTRODUCTION 

In terms of the requirement of sub-section (5) of Section 18 of 
the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, the Council of the Institute 
of Company Secretaries of India is pleased to present this 
Nineteenth Annual Report and audited statements of accounts 
alongwith the Auditors Report thereon, on the working of the 
Institute for the year ended 31st March, 1999. 

6 DEVELOPMENTS 

2.1 Proposed Amendments to the Company 
Secretaries Act, 1980 

The Council of the Institute had made certain proposals to the 
Government for amending the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, 
The proposals included inclusion of definition of the term 'to 
be in employment', removal of monetary ceiling on maximum 
entrance and annual fees which can be charged from members, 
permission to members in practice to use the designation 
'Company Secretary in Practice' and members in employment 
to use the designation given by the employer, provision for 
opportunity of representation to the Council before it considers 
report of the Disciplinary Committee in inquiries relating to 
professional or other misconduct, enabling provision to allow 
members in practice to have airangementa with membars of 
professional bodies In or outside India for rendering 
professional services and permission to members in practice 
to issue advertisement or written communication containing 
the particulars regarding their qualifications, professional 
experience and nature of services rendered- 
The Department of Company Affairs set up an Inter Institutes' 
Task Force of the three Institutes namely ICSI, ICAI and ICWAi 
in June 1998 for examining the various proposals submitted 
by the three Institutes for amendments in their respective Acts 
and recommending a common set of provisions relating to 
procedure in inquiries relating to professional or other 
misconduct of members. 

The Task Force after holding two meetings arrived at a 
consensus, subject to some exceptions having regard io the 
constitution of the Council of each Institute and the nature of 
the profession.The proposals recommended by the Task Force 
were endorsed by the Council and forwarded to the 
Government for amending the Company Secretaries Act, 1980. 
The proposed amendments are under the active consideration 
of the Government. 

2.2 Memorandum of Understanding with ICSA, 
U.K. Division 

A Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between the 
Institute of Company Secretaries of India and the Institute 
of Chartered Secretaries & Administrators, UK Division was 
signed on November 1 1,1995 at Jaipur which recognised 
the common interest which both the Institutes have in 
promoting best practice in 'Company Secretaryship' and 
professional administration and to explore positive ways of 


ensuring a close relationship between the Institutes. After a 
series of correspondence and mutual exchange of 
evaluated answer scripts, while respecting confidentiality, 
and having been satisfied of the high standards of 
examinations and appreciating each other’s activities In 
promoting excellence in professional education, both the 
Institutes signed a detailed MOU in November, 1998 at Pune 
whereby both the Institutes have agreed to grant paperwlse 
exemptions on reciprocal basis. The members of the ICSI 
desiring to pass the qualifying examination conducted by 
ICSA, UK Division will be eligible for paperwlse exemption 
in all but three of ICSA’s examination, namely, Company 
Law, Administration of Corporate Affairs and Company 
Secretarial Practice. Likewise, the members of ICSA 
desiring to pass the qualifying examination conducted by 
the ICSI will be eligible for paperwlse exemption in all but 
three of the ICSI’s papers namely Corporate Law and 
Practice I, Corporate Law and Practice II, Corporate Law 
and Practice III. Both the Institutes have further agreed that 
an Associate or a Fellow Member of either Institute who 
has been a member in good standing for a minimum Of two 
years and has passed the non-exempted papers of the 
qualifying examination of the other Institute will be admitted 
as a member of the other Institute. The MOU has been 
ratified by the Council and further modalities to give effect 
to the MOU are being worked out by the two Institutes. 

2.3 26th National Convention 

The 26th National Convention of Company Secretaries was 
held al Pune on November 12-14, 1998 on the theme 
'Corporate Laws in the Next Millenium'. Nearly 800 delegates 
attended the Convention which was an all time high 
participation. Delegales from United Kingdom and Sn Lanka 
also participated in the Convention. The deliberations were of 
a very high order, The Council places on record its appreciation 
for the efforts and initiative of the Pune Chapter and the WIRC 
in this regard. The Convention received prominent coverage 
both in print and electronic media. A full page Newspaper 
Supplement was published on the occasion in Indian Express, 
Loksatta and Flnancim Exora^- 

u*sed attention on practising side of the profession 
and training and development of members 

With a view to ensuring focussed attention on developing the 
practising side of the profession and training and development 
of members, the Council constituted a Committee for 
Company Secretaries in Practice as a full-fledged Committee 
of the Council and designated the year of 1999 as the year of 
developing members. A specific provision of Rs. 15 lacs has 
been made In the Institute's Budget for the year 1999-2000 
towards training and development expenses for continuing 
education of members. A separate Directorate of Continuing 
Education has been created at the Headquarters of the 
Institute to pay continuous attention and to accelerate 
professional development activities and continuing education 
programmes for existing members as well as new entrants to 
the profession. Allround attention is being paid to develop 
and strengthen the practising side of the profession through 
specially designed participative certificate programmes, 
regular interaction with regulatory authorities as well as the 
users and potential users of the services of members in 
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practice. During the year, for the first time, exclusive workshops 
on popoundlng areas of practice for Company Secretaries 
were organised at Gandhinagar, Calcutta, Chennai and New 
Delhi, It was also decided to hold a National Conference of 
Company Secretaries in Practice during the year 1999 with a 
vie* 1 ' to strengthen the existing areas of practice and to 
deaerate, explore and crystalize new and emerging areas 
of practice in the changing business scenario In the wake of 
global market economy under WTO. It was also decided to 
Introduce during the year publication and mailing of CSP 
Update to all members in practice containing statutory 
amendments, Government notifications, circulars and 
clarifications on various areas relevant to them. An exclusive 
column has also been demarcated In Charatered Secretary 
for featuring information and material pertaining to members 
In practice. 

2.5 Interaction with Ministries of Central Government, RBI, 
SEBI, Financial Institutions, etc. 

Vigorous efforts continued to be made during the year 
towards development of the profession through regular 
meetings and Interaction with the Department of Company 
Affairs, Economic Ministries, Reserve Bank of India, Securities 
and Exchange Board of India, All India and State Financial 
Institutions, State Industrial Development Corporations, Stock 
Exchanges, Depositories, Banks, Insurance Companies, 
Apex and State level Chambers of Commerce and Industry 
etc. Besides Image building and improving the visibility of 
the profession, efforts were made to propogate the range of 
services rendered by Company Secretaries and their 
suitability for performing various functions, besides legal 
compliances. Particular stress was laid on impressing upon 
the need and utility of Secretarial Audit and Secretarial 
Compliance Report, Due Diligence and Comfort Certificates 
by Company Secretaries In Practice and their value addition 
to management, Government and Regulatory authorities, 
lending Institutions, Investors and other stakeholders. 
Meetings were also held with Ambassadors, High 
Commissioners, Commercial Counsellors of various countries 
to disseminate Information on the services rendered by 
Company Secretaries. 

2.6 Visit of Minister for Law, Justice and Company Affairs 
to the Institute 

An event of great significance to the profession and the Institute 
was the visit of Hon’ble Dr. M Thambi Durai, the then Union 
Minister of Law, Justice and Company Affairs to the Institute 
Headquarters on May 6, 1998 and his address at the Council. 
The Council took the opportunity to request the Hon'ble Minister 
for providing exclusive practice areas to the Members and for 
giving a rightful place to the profession through the Companies 
Act. A set of Institute's suggestions on the Companies Bill, 1997 
was also submitted to the Hon'ble Minister. 

2.7 Recognitions to the Profession 

Persistent efforts made by the Institute met with some success 
during the year. All the stock exchanges amended their listing 
agreement, in conformity with the SEBI directive, to provide 
for insistence by the company that Registrar and Share 
Transfer Agents (RTA) produce a certificate from a Company 
Secretary in Practice that all transfers have been completed 
within the stipulated time. 


Bombay, Calcutta, Pune and Uttar Pradesh Stock Exchanges, 
as a further step towards safeguarding the interest of investors, 
have inserted an extended clause In their listing agreement' 
obliging companies to ensure that RTA and/or inhouse share 
transfer facilities as the case may be, produce a certificate 
from a Company Secretary in Practice within one month of the 
end of each half of the financial year to the effect that all 
certificates have been issued within one month of the date of 
lodgement for transfer, sub-division, consolidation, renewal, 
exchange or endorsement of call/allotment monies and a copy 
of the same be made available to the Exchange within 24 
hours. 

The Securities and Exchange Board of India (SEBI) has issued 
a further directive to all stock exchanges to amend the listing 
agreement providing that the Compliance Officer to be 
appointed in compliance with the listing agreement shall be 
the company secretary of the company. 

The Private Limited Company and Unlisted Public Company 
(Buyback of Securities) Rules, 1999 recently issued by the 
Department of Company Affairs, inter alia provides that a private 
limited or unlisted public company shall extinguish and 
physically destroy the bought back share certificates in the 
presence of the Company Secretary In whole-time practice. 
The rules further require a company to furnish a certificate to 
the Registrar of Companies duly verified by two Whole-time 
directors including a Managing Director and certified by 
Company Secretary in whole-time practice, certifying 
compliance of these rules including rules relating to destruction 
of certificates within seven days of the extinguishment and 
destruction of the certificates. 

The Ahmedabad Stock Exchange has stipulated that all 
companies Intimating forfeiture of their listed securities shall 
submit declaration, duly verified and authenticated by a Company 
Secretary In Practice, to the effect that the forfeiture of securities 
is done after giving due notice to the shareholders and In due 
compliance with the provisions under the Companies Act, 1956 
as well as those contained in the Memorandum and Articles of 
Association, Prospectus/offer letter of the company. Further in 
the case of companies approaching the Ahmedabad Stock 
Exchange for voluntary delisting of securities, the declaration by 
the Managing Director Is required to be duly verified and 
authenticated by a Company Secretary In Practice, to the effect 
that the provisions of SEBI guidelines on voluntary delisting, 
provisions of listing agreement and other requirements have 
been duly complied with. 

The Gujarat State Financial Corporation has decided to accept 
our suggestion for allowing Company Secretaries in Practice 
exclusively for search reports and other work connected with 
the Office of the Registrar of Companies. It has also decided to 
accept due deligence certificate covering compliance of 
various laws such as Factories Act, Safety Provisions and other 
Local Acts exclusively from Company Secretary in 
Practice. 

Gujarat Industrial Development Corporation has decided to 
accept certificates issued by the Company Secretary in Practice 
regarding share capital and shareholders of transferor and 
transferee company on the occasion of transfer of industrial 
plot/shed. 

The Council places on record its appreciation for the efforts 
and the initiative of the Ahmedabad Chapter. 
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2.8 IC8I Centr e for Corporate Reaaareh and Training 
(CCRT) 

With the completion of the building of the ICSI Centre for 
Corporate Research and Training (CCRT) and its furnishing 
during the year, the CCRT became ready for operations, 
turr g the dream of the Institute to set up a Centre to create 
a core of excellent corporate professionals for corporate 
governance and contribute to India emerging as an economic 
super power, Into a reality. The Centre could not be formally 
Inaugurated during the year due to the last minute change In 
the programme of the Chief Guest. Nonetheless, limited 
operations by way of organising certain professional 
development and continuing education programmes have 
commenced. The Council has constituted a CCRT Advisory 
Board consisting of eminent persons to advise on the various 
activities and operations of CCRT under the Chairmanship 
of Hon’ble Mr. Justice M N Venkatachaliah, Chairperson, 
National Human Rights Commission and former Chief Justice 
of India. The Council places on record its sincere gratitude 
and appreciation for Shri N.L. Bhatla, Chairman, CCRT 
Committee (1992-94) who conceived and visualised the need 
to have the Centre, Shri A.K. Modi, Chairman, CCRT 
Committee (1995-98) and Chairman, CCRT Building 
Committee (1999) whose tireless efforts coupled with his 
insight into the various Intricacies of construction related 
matters, helped in turning the CCRT dream into reality, 
Dr. P.P. Mlstry, Chairman, Finance Sub-Committee (1995- 
1999), who provided an excellent leadership and motivated 
everyone concerned to contribute his mite, all members of 
the successive CCRT Committees, Project Sub-Committees 
and Finance Sub-Committees. 

2.9 Qolden Jubilee Celebrations of India's Independence 
Commemoration Lecture 

Golden Jubilee Celebrations of India's Commemoration 
Lecture on Corporate Vlalon-21 at Century was organised 
on August 5,1998 In New Delhi. The Lecture was delivered 
by Hon'ble Mr, Justice M N Venkatachaliah, Chairperson, 
National Human Rights Commission and former Chief Justice 
of India. Shri T S Krishna Murthy, Secretary, Department of 
Company Affairs also addressed the gathering. The function 
was graced by Judges of Delhi High Court, Members of 
Parliament, Senior officials of the Government of India, Past 
Presidents, Council Members of the Institute and the Members 
of the profession In large numbers. The function was not only 
appreciated In the Government circles but also greatly 
improved the visibility of the profession amongst various 
segments of the society. 

2.10 Training Programme for CCLS Officers 

As In the past, at the behest of the Department of Company 
Affairs, the Institute organised a Five day Training Programme 
for the officers of the Central Company Law Service (CCLS) in 
New Delhi. The training programme attended by CCLS officers 
from all regions was highly appreciated by the participants as 
well as the Department of Company Affairs. 

2.11 Conference on Dispute Resolution 

A Conference on Dispute Resolution was organised on 
December 13,1998 in New Delhi jointly with Bar Council of 
India and in collaboration with the International Centre for 
Alternative Dispute Resolution. The well attended Conference 


was inaugurated by Hon'ble Mr. Justice A M Ahmadl, former 
Chief Justice of India. Hon'ble Mr. Justice D P Wadhwa, Judge, 
Supreme Court of India presided over and the Special 
Address was delivered by Rt. Hon'ble the Lord Cooke of 
Thorndon, KBE. Legal luminary, F S Nariman, Senior 
Advocate, Supreme Court of India, Dr. H R Bhardwaj, M. P., 
and Chairman, ICADR, Shri Anoop Mlshra, Chairman, Bar 
Council of India, Shri B P Dhanuka, President and Shri 
Vlrender Ganda, Vice President, also addressed the 
Conference. The Conference, first of its type organised jointly 
with the Bar Council of India, was attended by the Supreme 
Court and High Court Judges, Senior Government officials, 
Chairman, CLB, Chairman, FERA Board, Members of Law 
Commission and CEGAT, academicians, Past Presidents and 
Council and other Members of the Institute and persons from 
the legal profession. 

2.12 Recognition for pursuing Ph.D 

Company Secretaryship qualification has been recognised 
by the Sambalpur University for registration for Ph.D. In topics 
related to Commerce/Management and related fields. So far 
26 Universities have recognised Company Secretaries 
qualification for admission to their Ph.D. Course. 

2.13 Professional Development and Continuing Education 
Programmes 

Thirteen Professional Development Programmes including 
the 26th National Convention were held during the year under 
review. Details are given In Appendix 'B' to the Report.

2.13 Post Membership Qualification Course In Capital 
Markets and Financial Services 

As on March 31, 1999, 321 members of the Institute have 
registered for the Post Membership Qualification (PMQ) Course 
in Capital Markets and Financial Services. The third and fourth 
sessions of examination of PMQ Course were held In June, 
1998 and December, 1998 respectively at four centres, namely 
Calcutta, Chennai, Delhi and Mumbai. Statistics relating to 
the examination result Is given in Appendix 'D' to the Report. 
Seven refresher/crash programmes were organised for 
members undergoing PMQ Course during the year. 

2.16 Computerisation A Information Technology 

The first phase of computerisation covering Students, 
Membership and Training Services, Finance and Stores has 
been completed. The second phase of computerisation covering 
the remaining activities of the Institute has been started. Internet 
and E-mail systems have been Installed at head office, all the 
Regional Councils and Pune Chapter. E-mail system under LAN 
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has been Implemented in the head office account for each 
Directorate. Results of the examination of June 1998 and 
December 1998 sessions were published through the ICSI 
web site. A Core Committee on Computerisation has been 
formed with Prof.T R Vishwanathan (Dr.), Director of INSDOC 
as ‘<t Chairman with a view to have guidance In the future 
computerisation activities of the Institute. Precautionary 
measures/actions have been taken to ensure that the 
hardware and software of the Institute become Y2K 
compliant.

The number of 
members residing abroad as on 31st March 1999 were 273. 
The Council regrets to report the death of 19 members during 
the year 1998-99. 

During 1998-99, Certificate of Practice was issued to 242 
members. As on 31st March 1999 there were 1180 members 
holding Certificate of Practice. 

5.2 List of Members 

In pursuance of Section 19(3) of the Company Secretaries 


Act, 1980 read with Regulation 161 of the Company Secretaries 
Regulations, 1982, a Supplementary List of Members as on 
1 st April, 1998 was brought out. The supplementary list provides 
Information such as members’ residential address, telephone 
numbers, fax numbers, professional addresses. Certain 
additional information like Mobile Phone Numbers, Pager 
Numbers, etc. have been provided in the list to facilitate better 
communication and interaction among the members. The list 
was supplied to members on request. 

O CHARTERED SECRETARY 

The official journal of the Institute which entered its 29th year 
of publication continued its mission of providing uptodate 
information on matters relating to the areas of operation of 
Company Secretaries, Rated as one of the best professional 
journals, it has received appreciation from various quarters be 
it industry, trade, commerce, and from other professionals for 
its quality publication of informative articles on contemporary 
topics, promptly providing Government notifications, legal 
decisions, etc. The journal as an effective medium of 
communication between the Institute on the one hand and 
members and corporate professionals on the other is helpful 
in updating professional knowledge. During the year under 
review, special Issues on Union Budget (July, 1998), 
Derivatives (October, 1998) and Insurance (December, 1998) 
were brought out which were well received and appreciated 
by the corporate professionals. The journal also maintained its 
promptitute and qualitative contents under the guidance and 
wise counsel of the reconstituted Editorial Advisory Board.

identifying and exploring new avenues for practice and 
employment, developing /finalising Guidance Notes/Standard 
Secretarial Practices, suggesting legislative amendments 
having a bearing on the employment and practice side of the 
profession, finalising representations/memoranda to 
Government, regulatory and other bodies for securing 
recognitions, structuring of Continuing Education 
Programmes including Participative Certificate Programmes 
for members, finalising views/comments/opinlon of the 
profession on various matters referred to the Institute by the 
Government, regulatory bodies and other institution, 
preparing comments/memoranda on the various legislations/ 
proposed legislations including rules, regulations and forms 
prescribed/ to be prescribed. 

7.1 Representation on Committees 

The President of the Institute continues to be a member of the 
Advisory Committee on Primary Markets constituted by SEBI. 
The President has also been appointed as member of the 
Advisory Committee on Secondary Markets, Committee on 
Corporate Governance and Accounting Standards Committee, 
constituted by SEBI. The Secretary of the Institute has been 
nominated as member of the Committee on Drafting of Model 
Rules and Byelaws of Stock Exchanges constituted by SEBI. 
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Q STUDENTS SERVICES 

8.1 Registration for Regular Course 

During the financial year 1998-99, 22842 Students were 
registered as compared to 30431 during the previous year. 
Number of students whose registration was current as on 
31, j, i»u« wse 148594 Including 651 students whose 
f^';iit'8‘,ion was extended under Regulation 21(3). Appendix 
’D’ to the Report contains the statistics of the number of 
rcg._‘w,ed siuuenis as well as those who have completed the 
Foundation, Intermediate and Final Examinations. 

8.2 Admission to the Foundation Course 

During the financial year under report 14425 students were 
admitted to the Foundation Course as compared to 18983 
admitted during the previous year. Total number of students 
admitted as on 31.03.1999 was 104281. Number of current 
Foundation Course students as on 31.03.1999 was 50122. 

8.3 Coaching 

All the candidates admitted to the Foundation Course and 
the students registered for the Regular course during the 
year 1998-99 were enrolled for undergoing Compulsory 
Postal Tuition and provided with study material. 27915 
coaching completion certificates were issued during the 
year and all the response sheets received for Foundation, 
Intermediate and Final Course were evaluated and 
returned to the students. As a step in the direction of 
decentralisation of activities relating to the students 
services, all th® Regional Councils excepting WIRC 
provided the facility of local evaluation of response sheets 
for the Intermediate Course. SIRC had provided the facility 
of local evaluation of response sheets for the Final Course 
also. It is expected that WIRC would provide the facility of 
local evaluation of response sheets shortly, 

8.4 Student Company Secretary 

The Institute regularly brings out a monthly bulletin ‘Student 
Company Secretary’ for the benefit of students pursuing 
company secretaryship course, mainly to apprise and update 
them of legislative amendments, studies and information 
relating to the administration of company secretaryship course 
including practical training requirements. The bulletin is sent 
free of cost to all the current students. 

8.5 C S Foundation Course Bulletin 

In order to cater to the needs of students admitted to the 
Foundation Course who are on the turning point of their career, 
the Institute regularly sends the bi-monthly CS Foundation 
Course bulletin free of cost to all the current students. 

8.6 A Guide to Company Secretaryship - Study end 
Examination 

In order to guide the students as to how to study and prepare 
the Company Secretaries Examination, the Institute brought 
out the updated version of the publication titled ‘A Guide to 
Company Secretaryship- Study and Examination’. As a part 
of service to the students, this booklet is provided free of cost 
to all students at the time of registration. 

8.7 Licentiate - ICS I 

During the period under report 269 Licentiate-ICSI were 
admitted by the Institute, Number of Licentiate-ICSI whose 
Licentlateship was valid as on 31.03.1999 was 572, 


8.8 Eligibility Test Scheme 

In tune with the policy of the Institute to provide facilities to the 
students, the Institute implemented the Eligibility Test(Sunday/ 
Holiday Test Scheme) with effect from 01.01.1998, The 
highlight of the scheme was that the students could complete 
the coaching by passing the qualifying test which would be 
held in the Regional and Chapter offices on Sundays and 
other holidays. It was visualised that this facility would act as 
a boon to the working students who were neither in a position 
to attend oral coaching classes nor had sufficient time for 
submitting the response sheets under the compulsory postal 
tutlon scheme. As the responee was not encouraging, the 
scheme has since been discontinued. 

8.9 First National Conference of Students 

The First National Conference of Student Company 
Secretaries was hosted by the Hyderabad Chapter on 27th 
and 28th November, 1998 on the theme ‘Company 
Secretaries - Opportunities and Challenges In the Next 
Millenium' at Hyderabad. More than 500 delegates attended 
the Conference, Some of them had come from various parts of 
the country and participated in the Conference. A 
Backgrounder-cum-Souvenlr was released on the occasion. 

P EXAMINATIONS 

9.1 Conduct of Examination 

During the year 1998-99, Company Secretaries Foundation, 
Intermediate and Final examinations were held In June and 
December, 1998 at fifty centres all over the country and at one 
centre abroad (Dubai). Number of candidates who have 
completed the various stages of examinations during 1998-99

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9.3 Merit Certificates/Merit Scholarships/Financial 

Aaalatance 

Merit Certificates were awarded to 25 top rank holders each in 
the Foundation and Intermediate examinations and to 10 top 
renk holders each in the final examinations held in June and 
Oec iber. 1098 sessions, 

Pursuant to the Merit Scholarship Scheme, scholarships were 
awarded to eligible 15 top rank holders each In the Institute's 
Foundation and Intermediate examinations held in June and 
December, 1998 sessions, Likewise, under the Merit-cum- 
Means Assistance Scheme, financial assistance was granted 
to eligible candidates. The Merlt-cum-Means Assistance 
Scheme, 1983 was notified in the April 1999 Issue of Student 
Company Secretary. 

CP TRAINING 

Training Is one of the important components of the company 
secretaryship course and great emphasis Is being placed on 
imparting training to the students of the Institute. During the 
year under consideration the thrust was not only on widening 
the list of companies for Imparting training but efforts were 
also made to improve the quality of training imparted by the 
companies. 

10.1 Meeting with the Trainer Companies 

A Meeting with the Trainer Companies was organised on 31st 
August, 1998 in New Delhi to discuss various issues with regard 
to improving the quality of training Including the scope, content 
and effectiveness of the training imparted. Similar meetings were 
also conducted by the EIRC, SIRC, WIRC and Hyderabad 
Chapter with companies from their respective regions. 

10.2 Survey of Companies 

A survey of about 125 trainer companies In Delhi was 
undertaken with a view to ascertaining the status of these 
companies.These companies were registered with the Institute 
for the purpose of Imparting training but had ceased 1o do so 
for one reason or the other. Services of Intermediate/Final pass 
students were utilised for the survey work. Some of the 
companies were activated In the process. 

10.3 A Quids to Trainees 

A booklet titled "A Guide to Trainees" was brought out for the 
benefit of companies Imparting training and also the trainees 
undergoing training. 

10.4 Empanelment 

With a view to widening the list of companies for Imparting training 
to the students of the Institute, the Directorate of Training 
approached Department of Company Affairs, companies listed 
on the stock exchanges, Delhi Stock Exchange, Reserve Bank 
of India, General Insurance Corporation, Life Insurance 
Corporation, United India Insurance Company Ltd., Oriental 
Insurance Co, Ltd., National Insurarice Co. Ltd. the New India 
Assurance Co. Ltd., Public Sector Undertakings, Offices of the 
Registrars of Companies all over India. 

The Registrars of Companies, NCT of Delhi & Haryana and 
Kanpur have started Imparting three months' training apart 
from the 15 days' training in the specialised area. 

During the Financial Year 1998-99, 122 companies were 
empanelled for Imparting Management Training and 79 
companies were empanelled for imparting Practical Training. 


Number of Company Secretaries empanelled for imparting 
apprenticeship training during the said period was 77. Total 
number of companies empanelled as on 31,03.1999 for 
Imparting Management and Practical Training stood at 1740 
and 1998 respectively. Similarly total number of Company 
Secretaries empanelled for imparting Apprenticeship Training 
was 396 as on 31.03.1999 

10.5 Imparting of Training 

During the Financial year 1998-99, 218 students had 
undergone Management Training, 248 students completed 
Practical Training and 50 students undertook Apprenticeship 
Training. Training of Intermediate/Final p assed students by the 
Company Secretaries in Practice is being encouraged. 

10.6 Secretarial Modular Training Programme 

During the year 1998-99, 20 Secretarial Modular Training 
Programmes (SMTP) were conducted by the Regional Councils 
and ‘A-1' and 'A' Grade Chapters and 561 candidates 
successfully completed the SMTP. 

To keep pace with the contemporary changes, SMTP 
curriculum was restructured giving greater thrust to newer areas 
relevant to the profession. 

OO PUBLIC RELATIONS & PLACEMENT 

11.1 Public Relations 

The wide range of services provided by Company Secretaries, 
the objectives and functions of the Institute Including exhaustive 
Write-Ups on “Career as a Company Secretary" were featured 
regularly In the print and electronic media during the year 1998- 
99, thus creating nation wide awareness/acceptability of 
profession of Company Secretaries in the corporate sector and 
among the student community at large. Leading newspapers 
both English and Hindi covered the Press Releases and 
Important Press statements of the President and the Secretary 
from time to time. The majority of the news items were released 
through the Press Trust of India (PTI), United News of India (UNI) 
and UNIVARTA, thereby enabling the Institute to secure maximum 
mileage In the media on all India basis. Some of the major 
interviews on the profession of Company Secretaries were 
published as coloured career features in Education Times of 
The Times of India dated 13.4.1998, 13.7.1998, 16.11.1998, 
14.12.1998 and 28.12.1998, The Statesman dated 15.4.1998, 
18.12.1998, The Financial Express dated 21.5.1998 (all 
editions), The Employement News during 4 -10.4.1998 and The 
Hindustan Times dated 17.9.1998 (The Enhance section), The 
Indian Express dated 13.1.1999, The Economic Times dated 
25.1,1999, August 1998 issue of Teens Today (an India Today 
publication) and March, 1999 fssue of Competition Master thus 
spreading the message of Company Secretaryship to every nook 
and corner of the country. 

As In the past, the Institute participated in Career Fairs during 
the year. Informative panels, posters were displayed at the 
Fairs and Information about the Company Secretaryship was 
Imparted to the students and guardians visiting the fairs. 
Publicity kits and Press Releases were sent for the President's 
Press Conferences organised at various Regional and 
Chapter offices. Detailed Company Secretaries Examination 
results were published by more than a dozen newspapers 
during August, 1998 and February, 1999. 

The Secretary’s interview to BBC on the C S Course was 
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broadcast on 16,2.1999 at 8.15 P.M, during the Hindi Career 
guidance programme titled "Nai Peedhi". 

11.2 Placement 

Press and TV interviews focussing on the placement of 
Cgmpany Secretanes as integrated Corporate Managers were 
ore, lised at intervals. The bio-data of Members were sent to 
prospective employers for recruitment, The vacancies for the 
post of Company Secretaries were screened from various 
newspapers and business magazines. The List of Members 
were sent to the Govt., on regular basis, and Private and Public 
Sector Companies, MNC’s from time to time during the year. As 
per the feed back received, several Members have been suitably 
placed through the efforts of the Placement Cell. Throughout 
the year liaison was maintained with various Placement 
Consultants and the resume of Members were sent to them for 
suitable placement. Several letters were sent to the HRD 
departments of various financial institutions informing them on 
the multifaceted role of a Company Secretary and suggesting 
appointment of Company Secretaries In their various 
departments. Similar letters were also sent to various Public 
Sector Undertakings and Multinational companies. Efforts are 
on to display the vacancies for Company Secretaries on the 
web-site of the Institute. 

O0 ACCOUNTS 

12.1 Surplus 

Transfer of surplus of income over expenditure to General 
Reserve has been made for Rs. 181.84 lacs in the year 
compared to Rs. 248.05 lacs transfered In the previous year 
of 1997-98. 

12.2 Reserves 

(a) Capital Reserve 

The Capital Reserve to which the entrance fee received from 
members are capitalised, stood at Rs. 52.74 Lacs as on 31st 
March, 1999 as against Rs. 60.74 lacs as on 31st March, 
1998. 

(b) General Reserve 

The General Reserve which stood at Rs. 1641.69 lacs as 
on 31st March 1998 has risen to Rs. 1823,90 lacs as on 
31st March, 1999. 

12.3 Statutory Auditors 

M/s. Khanna & Annadhanam, Chartered Accountants, New 
Delhi, were reappointed Statutory Auditors of the Institute for 
the year ended 31 St March, 1999 pursuant to the requirement 
of Section 18(4) of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980. The 
Auditors Report is published alongwith the statements of 
accounts. 

Q« LAND AND BUILDINGS 

13.1 ICSI-NIRC Building 

The NIRC office and library are functioning from the ICSI-NIRC 
Building, at 4, Prasad Nagar Institutional Area, New Delhi. 

13.2 Farldabad Chapter Land 

The Chapter has purchased a plot of land measuring 500sq. 
yards at a total cost of Rs, 3.65 lacs in Sector 16-A, Faridabad 
from Haryana Urban Development Authority (HUDA). The 
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allotment letter and letter of possession have been issued by 
HUDA to the Chapter but the possession of the plot was not 
handed over by HUDA due to certain old dispute over the 
property. The HUDA authorities at Farldabad have 
recommended allotment of alternative plot of land. 

13.3 Nolda Land 

The Institute has purchased a plot of land measuring 1375 
sq.m, at a total cost of Rs. 34.38 lacs in Sector 62, Phase-ll, 
Institutional Area, Noida.The possession of tho plot has been 
taken over by the Institute and construction of the building is in 
progress. 

13.4 Madurai Chapter Premises 

The Institute has purchased built up premises at C-3, III Floor 
A R Plaza, 16/17, North Veli Street, Madurai - 625 001 for its 
Madurai Chapter at a total cost of Rs. 10,40,000. The Building 
was formally inaugurated by Shri B P Dhanuka, the then 
President of the Institute, on 14th December 1998. 

O O CAPITAL GRANT AND LOANS 
TO THE CHAPTERS 

Total grant and loan given by the Institute to the Regional 
Councils and Chapters for acquiring their own office premises 
as on 31st March, 1999 are as follows : -

BENEVOLENT FUND 

15.1 Growth of CSBF Members 

TheCSBF had a life membership of 2914 as on 31st March, 

1999. The membership has shown a gradual increase over 
the years. The Capital Reserve and General Reserve of the 
Fund as on 31st March, 1999 stood at Rs. 60.40 Lacs and 
Rs. 19,59 Lacs respectively. 

15.2 Efforts are continuing to enroll more number of members 
for the Fund. This will enable the Fund to provide better financial 
benefits to the members in financial distress and their families 
on account of death, prolonged Illness, accident, etc. This is a 
self insurance measure. Life Membership fee of Rs. 1000 is 
exempt under Section 80-G of the Income Tax Act, 1961.

16.1 Professional excellence plays a key role In providing 
efficient services to members, students and other clients. For 
achieving professional excellence, the ICSI Management 
believes firmly that human resource development at micro level 
is a must. 

To accomplish this objective all round efforts were made to help 
officers and staff to understand the need of ‘Positive change in 
attitude 1 In the context of fast changing corporate world in terms 
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pf global competition and adapt themselves for efficient delivery 
'Of services to the clients. For this purpose, a variety of in-house 
HRD programmes were conducted for the benefit of officers and 
staff. In addition, officers and staff were also nominated to various 
training and development programmes Conducted by different 
external agencies. At the same time, the significance of use of 
Innovative technology In the area of information technology was 
realised for productivity Improvement and vigorous efforts were 
made to promote computer culture in the Institute.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES AND NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


(A) ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Donations and Contributions by Regional 
C-unciSa/Chapters 

Direct donations and contributions made by Regional 
Councils/Chapters towards purchase of land/buildings 
and other assets are taken to General Reserve. 

2. Fees 

(a) Entrance Fee from Associate and Fellow Members 
is directly credited to “Capital Reserve" when 
received and no accrual thereof is created, 

(b) Fees received from members is accounted for on 
cash basis. However, fees received in advance is 
carried over as a liability. 

(c) Fees other than registration fees, received from 
students is accounted for on cash basis. 
Registration fees received is Spread over a period 
of five years since the benefit accrues to students 
for a five-year period. 

3. Investment* 

Investments are stated at lower of cost or market 
value. In the case of Zero Coupon Bonds cost refers 
to the purchase price as increased by the relatable 
portion of the discount. 

4. Fixed Assets 

(a) Depreciation on fixed assets is charged on written 
down value basis at the following rates:-

(b) Depreciation on additions is charged for the full 
year irrespective of dates of additions. No 
depreciation is being charged In the year of sale. 

(c) Fixed assets, except library books, costing Rs. 
5000 or less are fully depreciated in the year of 
acquisition and those whose written down value 


is Rs. 250 or less at the beginning of the year, are 
fully depreciated. 

(d) Premium paid on leasehold land is not amortized 
over the period of lease. 

5. Inventories 

(a) Stock of paper and other materials are valued at 
cost. 

(b) Stock of study materials, publications, Journal/ 
Bulletins and audio cassettes are valued at nominal 
cost of Re. 1 for Items costing upto Rs. 50 and 
Rs. 5 for items costing above Rs. 50. 

6. Employees reitrement and other benefits 

(a) Contribution to Pension Fund Trust is made on the 
basis of actuarial valuation. 

(b) Contribution to Gratuity Fund Trust is made in 
accordance with the Group Gratuity Scheme with 
the Life Insurance Corporation of India. 

(B) NOTESTO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. The Institute has received exemption dated 
23.03.1999 under Section 10(23c)(iv) of the Income 
Tax Act, 1961 upto the financial year 1999-2000. In 
view of the exemption available under the said 
section, no provision for tax has been made in the 
accounts. 

2. Freehold land measuring 500 $q. Yards allotted by 
the Haryana Urban Development Authority (HUDA) at 
Faridabad to Faridabad Chapter of Institute at Rs. 3.65 
Lacs could not be handed over by HUDA due to some 
dispute In the title and the authorities had promised 
to allot alternative plot of land which had not been 
effected so far. Pending allotment of alternative site, 
a sum of Rs, 3.65 Lacs paid till date (Rs. 3 Lacs is 
reflected in Advances for purchase of land in the 
Institute’s books and Rs. 0.65 Lacs in the books of 
the Chapter) continues to be included under Advances. 

3. Balance provision of Rs. 48.94 Lacs (Previous year 
Rs. 49.00 Lacs) created for arrears of salary and 
allowances has been retained towards probable 
increase in the pension payable to the Trust. 

4. Following past practice, closing inventories of 
publications/study materials have been, as a prudent 
measure, valued at nomianl amount since these have

5. Provision for property tax of Rs. 6.22 lacs has been 
made in the accounts for Prasad Nagar Building based 
on the demand raised by the Authority. Additional 
amount, if any, between the amount provided and that 
payable will be accounted for in the year when the 
matter is finally decided. 

6. In respect of Pune Chapter's building costing Rs. 
8,19,950, the ICSI had entered Into an agreement to 
sell, handed over possession and received the sale 
consideration there against. However, the conveyance 
deed In respect of the same remains to be executed. 

7. To meet the cost of construction and other related 
expenditure for the‘Centre for Corporate Research & 
Training’ (CCRT) at Navi Mumbai, the Institute had 
advanced sums aggregating to R$. 2,51,69,013 upto 
31st March, 1999 (Rs. 2,16,69,013 upto 31st March, 
1998) excluding the cost of land contributed by 
Headquarters to WIRC, which has been reduced from 
“Scientific Research Project (CCRT) Reserve" arid 
“Loans and Advances" respectively, being contra 
entries. The actual cost incurred to date aggregating 
to Rs. 3,27,47,069 included under Advances (Work- 
in-progress) and shown In the Fixed Assets Schedule. 
This adjustment as referred to above, however, has 
noimpact on thp accounts of the Institute. 

8. Pending formulation and recognition of a Voluntary 
Retirement Scheme, a sum of Rs. 100 lacs set apart 
from out of the surplus for the proposed Voluntary 


Retirement Scheme (VRS), to provide for voluntary 
retirement payments, Is carried under Provisions. 

9. ()) The rates of depreciation on computers have been 

revised from 15% to 40% w.e.f. 01,04.1998 to take 
care of the element of obsolescence present 
therein. Consequently, there Is an additional charge 
to the Income & Expenditure Account amounting 
to Rs. 18.16 lacs. 

(ii) The rates of depreciation on library books have 
been revised from 20% to 33.33% from current 
year keeping in view the life and utility to the 
organisation. Consequently there Is an additional 
charge to the Income & Expenditure Account 
amounting to Rs. 1.16 lacs. 

(ili) Library books acquired during the year have been 
charged to the Income & Expenditure Account 
under the head “Books & Periodicals” as against 
the practice of capitalising the same in the past. 
This change has resulted In an additional charge 
to the Income & Expenditure Account amounting 
to Rs. 3,06,529. 

10. Balances outstanding in advances recoverable 
account, loans to Regional Councils/Chapters are 
subject to confirmation. 

11. Previous year’s figures have been regrouped/ 
rearranged wherever necessary to compare with 
current year’s figures. 

12. The accounts of Regional Councils and Chapters have 
not been consolidated as per past practice. 
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
